sentiment and 
that the Mexican people will comply 
in a dignified manner with their duty, 
be the sacrifies w hat they may, to huh 
fain tiieir rights and sovereignty if. 
unfortunately, this 
drags 14s 
into a 
war—a war which the United States 
never oat! Justify. 
W e will not be re 
spoustble 
for the disastrous con se 
quences. 
Upon the heads of the trait 
orous Mexicans, who within and with 
out this country, have labored to pro­ 
duce this result, will fall the inexar 
able justice of the people.*’ 


HOPE TO PACIFY CARRANZA 


Officials Believe American Note W ill 
Prove Satisfactory. 


Washington. March 13. - It has been 
considered practically certain that the 
American reply to General Carranza's 
note would be to the efTect that Amer 
jean troops were only being sent into 
Mexican territory in pursuit of the 
V illa outlaws 
because 
the de facto 
government of Mexico did not have 
sufficient forces on tile scene to deal 
with the situation, and that whenever 
bandits should cross into American 
territory, where there was no suffi 
d ent American soldiers to take them 
into custody, the right of entry would 
be accorded Carranza troops.
